A Widow's Euit Against the Tartmer of
Her Dead Husband.

THE NEWS OF THE COUNTY COURTS

The Oetober term of the United States
District Court opened yesterday with
Judge Bauffington on the bench. In his
charge to the grand jury Judge Buffington
reminded the jurcrs that the United States
District Attorney was the prosecutor in all
suits and that there were no private prose-
cutore. The duty of each juror was out-
lined and they were cautioned that all mat-
ters must be kept seoret.

The grand jury went into session and in a
thort time returned true bills against John
Hunsinger, Wesley Miller and John Rees
for distilling without giving bond and with
intent to defraud the United States for tax
on spirits, or to put it more plainly, for
making moonshine whisky. As this gave
the court something to work on, John Hun-
singer was at once placed on trial, and it
was proven that astill was feund on his
premises in Colby Township, Sullivan
county.

The defendant, when placed on the stand,
admitted that he had a still on his premises
and thay be had attempred to make whisky,
but the attempt had proven a failure, as his
worm was made of tin and would net work,
The prisoner denied any intention of de-
frauding the Government, and said that if
his attempt had proven successful he would
have taken out a regular license.

The Jury Thought Differently.

The jury found a verdict of guilty with-
out lesviug the box and the prisoner was
sentenced to pay a fine of §500, the costs of
the suit and undergo an imprisonment of
three months in the Allegheny county jail.

Wesley Miller and Johin Rees, indicted for
the same offense, were next placed on trial.
These defendants ars charged with running
a still in a little cabin built in the woods in
Jefferson township, Sowmerse: county.

A. M. Schaunliz,a farmer who lives near
Baxerville, Somerset county, testified that
while driving along the rosd one day be
sighted the little cabin, and on going to it
found that the occupants were away. In-
=ide the cabin he found s still and &8 worm
and something had been brewed, which be
tasted and found to be some kind of
beer, but jost what kKind he ald not
knaow, The witness did not  ses
cither of the deiendsnts sbout the
premises and wus not goite sore as
to whether they weres the owners or
not., On the day that he visited the
cahin the witness admitted that lie was on
his way to Jacob Hochstetler's to pruecare
woonshine whisky, Thils ense was still on
trlul when the court closed for the day. N
